Spy Pond is one of the waterbodies in the 2019-2022 study for the 
alternative MDL of the Mystic River Watershed. The 2019 data will be 
available soon. Discussion of the many factors collected. 


Lake Management Plan for 2021 

Discussion of sediments and rooted plants. Discussion of pros and cons of 
using herbicides to manage plant growth and phosphorus. Brad asked if it 
was necessary to knock down all growth or if there was some way to keep it 


at an acceptable level. Discussion of pond plant survey techniques. Brad 
discussed bringing in a researcher to document the state of the pond.
